The 
story follows down-on-his-luck private 
investigator Nils Shapiro as he pursues 
an elusive killer who murdered a newly 
divorced mother in Edina. Police politics 
and a terrorist group muck up Shapiro’s 
investigation, as does his on-again, off- 
again relationship. The hyper-local book 
includes landmarks like Matt’s Bar, the 
Cedar Cultural Center, and the Chain of 
Lakes—as well as driving directions as 
Shapiro traces his suspect’s every move. 
This Scandinavian noir page-turner proved 
so popular that Goldman already has a 
second novel. Broken Ice, set for release 
this summer, and a third for 2019.

Sensible Existence by Marcus Jarrell Willis 
was a thrilling deep dive into choreo¬ 
graphic consciousness. A former member 
of Alvin Ailey American Dance Theater, 
Willis created the work for TU Dance, 
whose founders (Toni Pierce-Sands and 
Uri Sands) also danced with Ailey. Report¬ 
edly inspired by Descartes’ writings on 
self and the world, the work seamlessly 
demonstrated the mind-body connection 
inherent to intelligent choreography. Set 
to Steve Reich’s The Desert Music, the 
work has a European sensibility replete 
with painterly lighting, a penchant for 
tableaux, and a sense of mystery afloat 
with gestural questing. Amid the fluid 
abstraction was a quietly pulsing joy, bal¬ 
anced with a tiny tantrum and moments 
of clenched agony. Curiosity got kicked 
into motion with the flick of a head. Here 
was grace and timelessness presented 
with deceptive, yet intoxicating simplicity.

But their work together as Feral 
Light is a forceful step forward, blend¬ 
ing the ferocity of black metal with the 
untethered energy of crust punk. That 
fierce combination coalesced perfectly 
on their intense 2017 LP, Void/Sanctify, 
which features six sprawling but tightly 
wound sonic excursions that illuminate 
the darkness that lies within our souls, 
while also giving listeners something to 
fear when the shadows of endless night 
ultimately descend.

Silhouette of Sirens, saying 
that her process of recording vocals and 
instrumentation separately resulted in 
something less than her desired sound. 
“It wasn’t bad, it just wasn’t what you get 
at a live show,” Brown told City Pages, 
and that live feeling is something she 
deeply values. The corrected album, the 
35-year-old’s first for the St. Paul folk 
label Red House Records and fifth overall, 
is a remarkable blend of folk, country, 
and soul, all rooted in Brown’s lifelong, 
bone-deep appreciation of Americana.

This performance may have been just a 
one-off, but let’s hope we don’t have to 
wait till 2028 before logistics allow for 
another reunion. 

Best Music Controversy 

Club Nomadic closing 
before it opened 

After cashing in last year in Houston, 
the NFL-licensed entertainment com¬ 
pany Nomadic set its sights on Minne¬ 
sota. The plan was to construct “Club 
Nomadic,” a standalone 9,000-capacity 
venue that would host a series of musi¬ 
cal superstars (including Gwen Stefani, 
the Chainsmokers, and Florida Georgia 
Line) over Super Bowl weekend, then 
be quickly disassembled. But music fans 
weren’t enthused by a location too distant 
from the downtown Minneapolis action— 
Mystic Lake Casino in Prior Lake—or 
ticket prices exceeding $250. With the 


venue itself nearly finished and up to 
code, event organizers pulled the plug 
on Club Nomadic three weeks before the 
big game, and Mystic Lake scrambled 
to move the shows indoors. Nomadic 
blamed Mystic Lake for the mess. Mystic 
Lake, in turn, blamed Nomadic. But we’re 
pretty sure we can all find some way to 
blame the Chainsmokers.

more urgent. Though sometimes noisy 
and sometimes tuneful, the seven tracks 
the two groups recorded together aren’t 
“protest music” as it’s usually understood— 
there’s no up-against-the-wall punk or 
all-together-now folk. Instead, here’s a 
vision of art as something that helps us 
reflect and endure over time. After all, as 
Channy Leaneagh sings on the all-too- 
relatably titled “How Is This Happening,” 
“We have got a lot of work to do.” 

Best Selling Out 

Mark Mailman’s Taco John’s jingle 
Dreams do come true. There’s a YouTube 
video from 2007 in which beloved local 
theatrical rocker Mark Mailman rumi¬ 
nates onstage at the Bryant-Lake Bowl 
about how he’d love to write a Taco Bell 
commercial. He even offers up a sample 
jingle. Well, that fast food establishment 
never came calling (their loss), but 10 
years later. Taco John’s gave Mailman 
his shot, and the results are as wacky 
and brilliant and memorable as you’d 
expect. Even if you were only hungry 
for one taco, once you’ve heard Mail¬ 
man’s falsetto tantalize you with the 
phrase “taco taco taco,” you will ines¬ 
capably crave three tacos. Don’t listen to 
it twice or you’ll need six tacos. That’s 
how advertising works.

Best Local Music Trend 

The modular revival 
Every few years, young electronic pro¬ 
ducers pick up old Casio keyboards 
and drum machines and discover the 
wheel all over again. But particularly 
in the Twin Cities, the trend has been 
to go back a step, to pre-’80s gear that 
looks like switchboards, the kind of syn¬ 
thesizers where you have to plug a cord 
into a socket to make a particular sound. 
“Modular synths, sometimes likened to 
the craft beers of electronic music, are 
bespoke, infinitely recombinant elec¬ 
tronic devices whose mysterious workings 
and DIY ethos inspire near-obsessive 
devotion,” Pitchfork’s Philip Sherburne 
wrote recently, and between the dance 
and noise scenes, modular set-ups are 
thriving locally. There are regularly sched¬ 
uled synth swap meets; last September 
Midwest Modular, a shop specializing in 
vintage and neo-vintage gear, opened near 
St. Anthony Main. As one local enthusiast 
noted, “I dream of wires.”

Their video for “Last Date” (the third 
they’ve made together) follows a pair of 
lovers as they enjoy one last tryst before 
the man is sent off to prison. Neighbors 
plays dual roles: She’s the female love 
interest and also the specter of death, 
tempting her lover to flee the police—and 
if you know Witch Watch’s insatiable 
taste for cataclysm, you can just imagine 
how well that ends. The costumes by 
Molly Uravitch sell the inky scene, mak¬ 
ing the ill-fated affair feel like a gonzo 
’70s pulp romance.

And for 
the finale Messersmith not only previewed 
his new album, Late-Stage Capitalism, 
but offered slots to 4th Curtis and Sarah 
White, making the bill diverse in more 
ways than one. Residencies can feel like 
a gimmicky way to lure music fans out of 
hibernation, but as Messersmith showed, 
they’re also a format in which artists can 
stretch and challenge themselves.

But after returning from agroin injury 
at the start of August, he emerged as a 
true star-in-the-making with his improved 
hitting (thanks, in part, to adjusted swing 
mechanics), defense (he won his first 
Gold Glove award), and speed (he’s the 
second-fastest outfielder in basbeball, 
according to MLB.com). Buxton was 
also responsible for some of the most 
memorable highlights of the Twins’ sea¬ 
son, whether setting the MLB record for 
fastest inside-the-park home run (13.85 
seconds!) or hitting three home runs in 
a game just nine days later. Selected by 
the Twins as the MLB’s second overall 
draft pick in 2012, Buxton is finally ready 
to bloom into one of the league’s most 
exciting players.

Though he underper¬ 
formed during his first few games as a 
Wolf, Jimmy Buckets would soon more 
than justify his nickname. Aside from 
leading the Timberwolves in scoring, 
Butler impacted the team for the better 
in less flashy ways—reliably contributing 
leadership, maturity, and defense. Though 
surrounded by talent—especially recent 
Rookie of the Year winners Karl-Anthony 
Towns and Andrew Wiggins—Butler was 
the biggest factor in all but assuring the 
Timberwolves would make the playoffs for 
the first time since George W. Bush’s first 
term. That is, until he suffered a menis¬ 
cus injury in February. Buckets would 
return, eventually rallying his team into 
the post-season.

And so 
it is. The walkway soars 150 feet above 
the St. Croix River, a National Scenic 
Riverway.

Instead, you’re treated to a spectacular 
vine of blue running miles to the north, 
accompanied by dense green foliage that 
obscures most of the commercial devel¬ 
opment.

Bowlers’ 
fingers, meanwhile, are kept oiled by 
the steady consumption of deliciously 
fried bar food.

Burch is the Twin Cities’ best steakhouse 
for this very reason: Half portions of your 
favorite cuts are available at a reduced 
price, without any sacrifices in quality 
and flavor. The precise origins of each 
bite of beef are clearly marked on the 
menu, so you can rest easy knowing its 
provenance. And the sides are an 5 Thing 
but ordinary: A plate of sea beans and 
dungeness crab nuzzles a dish of veal and 
pork dumplings, which pairs nicely with 
a sauteed kale and ricotta. If the impec¬ 
cably cooked steak isn’t enough to win 
you over, the pro service, stiff drinks, and 
sophisticated, contemporary diningroom 
should seal the deal.

Patrons can hitch a free ride on the green 
“Paddywagon”—hey, they’re reclaiming 
the term!—not only to Wild games and 
concerts at the nearby Xcel, but also to 
all Vikings home games. Before getting on 
board, fuel up your fandom with better- 
than-average bar grub—the Nook burger’s 
been regularly recognized as one of the 
Cities’ best.

Let the vista and the whiskey 
go to your head a little bit, before you have 
to come down to reality on the sidewalks 
of downtown Minneapolis below.

In his new book. The Infamous Harry 
Hayward, author Shawn Francis Peters 
transports readers to the Gilded Age 
in Minneapolis and into the fray of a 
notorious murder case. On a wintry 
night in December 1894, a young 
dressmaker named Catherine Ging 
was found dead near Lake Calhoun. 
Though at first she was presumed 
to be the victim of a horse-drawn 
buggy accident, a coroner’s exam 
revealed that she had been shot in the 
head.
